Didsbury RCMP are contin¬ 
uing to investigate a series of 
break and enters and thefts 
which took place last week in 
Didsbury and Carstairs. 

Four businesses were rob¬ 
bed during the night on both 
January 7 and 8 by unknown 
culprits who smashed glass 
windows and doors to gain 
entry. 

The first theft took place at 
the Carstairs Co-op Grocery 
Store in the early morning 
hours January 7, 1993. RCMP 
said glass windows were 
smashed in the store and 
cigarettes were stolen. No 
value on the damage or the 
amount stolen has been re¬ 
leased . 

A glass door was smashed 
in for thieves to gain entry to 
the Carstairs Esso Convenience 
Store the next night. Windows 
were also smashed the same 
night at Didsbury Drugs and the 
Didsbury IGA.

Didsbury Chamber of Com¬ 
merce officials added another 
category to this year's 
Christmas lights decoration 
contest because of the degree 
of difficulty they experienced in 
judging this year's entrants.

Christmas collection 


Several of my friends and relatives who appear to be upstand¬ 
ing citizens and respectable members of the community are, in 
their private lives, slaves to a destructive vice. I think it's time that 
they admitted and overcame this sick addiction that robs them of 
their time and energy. I also think that we should have some type 
of legislation that would limit distribution of the addictive material 
to consenting adults who are already hooked. I am not asking that 
it be banned entirely, because that opens up another field for 
criminal profits in an illegal substance. But some steps should be 
taken to protect innocent and unwary citizens. I am referring to 
what has, until now, been an unrecognized evil, crossword 
puzzles. 

Crossword puzzles became part of our culture through an 
American journalist, Arthur Wynne. Arthur worked on the enter¬ 
tainment supplement of the Sunday edition of the newspaper New 
York World. One day in Dec. of 1913 he was trying to think of a 
new game feature when he remembered Magic Square, a word 
puzzle his grandfather had taught him. Magic Square was a child's, 
game found in British puzzle books and American penny periodi¬ 
cals. In it, a group of words had to be arranged so that the letters 
read alike vertically and horizontally. There were no crisscross- 
ings and blackened squares and the player was given the words to 
work with. Wynne created a list of down and across clues and ask¬ 
ed that the player find the appropriate word to fit the space. 

On December 21, 1913 readers of the New York World were 
offered the world's first crossword puzzle. It wasn't billed as a new 
invention or introduced with fanfare, just presented as one of a 
varied group of "mental exercises." Compared to today's 
crossword puzzle it was pretty simple with well know words and 
straight forward clues. The public loved it. 

Within months, Wynne's "mental exercise" was picked up by 
other papers and by the early 1920s every major U.S. paper had its 
own crossword puzzle. Simon and Schuster published the first 
book of crossword puzzles, and in 1924, crossword puzzle books 
held the top 4 on the national best seller list. Booksellers had 
another bonus, dictionaries were selling better than at any time in 
history. 

By 1925 crossward mania had spread to Britian and soon the 
puzzles began to appear in almost every language except those like 
Chinese and Japanese that don't use a letter by letter word con¬ 
struction. In the early 30s women's dresses, shoes, purses, and 
jewellry were patterned with crossword puzzles and the word 
"crossword" entered the dictionary as a legitimate word. 

In the 79 years since their invention, Crossword Puzzles have 
become more and more challenging. It is estimated that more than 
50 million Americans do crosswords on a regular basis. The record 
for the longest series of books by one writer, (on any subject) are 
crossword puzzle books by Margaret Farrar. There were 133 of 
them written from 1924 to her death in 1984. The largest published 
crossword ever compiled was by Robert Trucot of Quebec. It was 
12,489 clues across and 13,125 down and covered 38.28 square 
feet. 

I avoided crossword puzzles for years. "They are frustrating 
and irritating," I said, "and when you're finished what have you 
got?" Marie, my sister-in-law and a crossword nut, smiled gently 
and bided her time. 

She began by bringing over the Sunday crossword with 3 or 4 
w'ords missing. "You're good with words," she would say, "maybe 
you can get these last couple of corners." Flattered and gullible I 
took up the challenge. Soon she was leaving larger and larger cor¬ 
ners, and then one terrible day she brought me my own untouched 
copy and I was plunged into the depths of crossword purgatory. 

What in the world is a Turkish Inn? Why would Guido's note 
be ELA? How does one look up a Swiss Canton? How do I get this 
monkey off my back?

TV violence related to rape and murder 


A 14-year-old Quebec girl, 
Virginie Lariviere, whose sister 
was raped and murdered a year 
ago, recently presented a 1.3 
million name petition against TV 
violence to Prime Minister Brian 
Mulroney. He signed the peti¬ 
tion, said there is a link between 
violence on TV and violence in 
society, and that the government 
could introduce legislation 
against it. 

Mr Keith Spicer, CRTC 
chairman, agrees television can 
desensitize us, and to his credit, 
has asked the Canadian Associa¬ 
tion of Broadcasters to cut down 
on TV violence So far there has 
been no noticeable change 

The government of Canada 


and the CTRC have not been so 
lenient with some other issues. 
Anyone who makes statements 
on air of "hatred or contempt 
based on sexual preference," is 
subject to a fine of up to $25,000 
The fine is outrageous, and the 
law a gross violation of free 
speech Only the bravest would 
dare say anything about deviant 
sexual behaviour under such 
circumstances. 

The CRTC has consistently 
refused to give licenses to four 
Alberta broadcasters because 
their programs are exclusively 
Christian This time the fine, 
unless they quit broadcasting, is 
$250,000 a day Ottawa wants to 
cut down on TV violence, and at 


the same time suppress pro¬ 
grams that discourage violence. 
They would rather legislate 
against hate, and force people by 
law to love one another It isn't 
working and it won't. 

We can't lay all the blame on 
the government for TV violence. 
Part of the problem is an 
apathetic public A Texas dentist 
found a better way He didn't like 
the raw sex on the Donahue 
show, so he started a one-man 
campaign. He succeeded in 
getting 65 sponsors to withdraw 
their advertising dollars. The 
people have the final say!

The new rate for the federal 
Old Age Security pension, paid to 
people 65 years old and over, will 
be $378 95 per month from 
I anuary toMarch 1993 This is an 
increase of $0 76 per month over 
the previous quarter 

Other benefits will also 
increase for the J anuary to March 
1993 period. The maximum 
Guaranteed Income Supplement 
(CIS) will increase to $450 34 
(from $449 44) per month for a 
single person and for a married 
person whose spouse does not 
receive the Old Age Security 
pension or a Spouse's Allowance 
For each married person whose 
spouse also receives an Old Age 
Security pension and for a 
married person whose spouse 
receives a Spouse’s Allowance, 
the maximum will increase to 


$293 34 (from $292 75) per 
month. 

The maximum Spouse's 
Allowance (SPA), paid to people 
between 60 and 64 with a limited 
income who are married to CIS 
recipients, will be $672.29 (up 
from $670.94) per month. 

The maximum Widowed 
Spouse's Allowance (WSPA), 
paid only to low-income widowed 
persons aged 60 to 64 who reside 
in Canada and meet the basic 
residence requirements, will be 
$742.20 (up from $740.71) per 
month 

The Old Age Security Act 
provides for benefit increases 
every three months by a factor 
based on increases in the 
Consumer Price Index (CPI), 
Statistics Canada's cost-of-living

former Soviet Union; it now has 
contracts to renovate three 
hotels (The contracts were 
awarded two months after the 
initial bid, payment was fully 
insured in U S currency and the 
company is allowed to repatriate 
all of its profits.)

Maximum benefits paid on 
behalf of contributors who die in 
1993 will be $372.11 for surviving 
spouses under age 65 and 
$400.42 for surviving spouses 
aged 65 and over 

The maximum lump sum 
death benefit payable in respect 
of contributors who die in 1993 
will be $3,340 

Canada Pension Plan bene¬ 
fits are based on a person's 
earnings for the period during 
which that person could have 
contributed to the Plan There 
are yearly minimum and maxi¬ 
mum earning levels between 
which people contribute. For 
1993 these levels are $3,300 and 
$33,400 respectively. Employees 
will contribute a maximum of 
$752 50 during 1993; the maxi¬ 
mum employer's contribution is 
the same amount and self-em¬ 
ployed persons will contribute a 
maximum of $1,505. 


On J anuary 1, 1993, benefits 
increased for over 2.8 million 
Canada Pension Plan recipients 
The 1992 annual adjustment, was 
1.8 percent, was based on 
increases in the Consumer Price 
Index, Statistics Canada's cost- 
of-living measure. 

There will also be increases 
for people who become eligible 
for Canada Pension Plan benefits 
in 1993 These rates are 
increased each year to keep 
benefits in line with general 
increases in salaries and wages 

For those who become 
eligible for benefits in 1993, the 


maximum monthly retirement 
pension at age65 will be $667.36. 
Contributors may choose to begin 
receiving their retirement pen¬ 
sion as early as age 60 or as late 
as age 70. Depending on the 
option chosen, amounts will be 
reduced for pensions beginning 
before age 65, and will be 
increased for those beginning 
after age 65. 

The maximum payment for a 
person becoming eligible for a 
disability pension in 1993 will be 
$812.85 per month, while bene¬ 
fits for children of disabled 
contributors and orphans of

Agricultural Training sessions 
will be introduced to the 
Drumheller, Hanna, and Oyen

The College Cafeteria has a 
new look! Thanks to the efforts of 
local artist and part-time Fashion 
Instructor, Ruth Jepson, a 
shining new series of murals are 
now on display at the Frank 
Crisdale Hall Residence Cafeter¬ 
ia. 

The project, jointly funded 
through Beaver Foods, Resi¬ 
dence Council, and Olds College, 
features scenes from numerous 
areas and around campus. 

"I got the idea to design 
something for the facility after 
noticing that there were exactly 
eight arches on the wall with 
absolutely nothing inside of 
them," Jepson explained. "I just 
thought at the time how nice it 
would be if people had something 
to look at instead of blank wall 
space . something that 

everyone could relate to, no

matter what their position was or 
what classes they attended." 

The murals, she says, are 
intended to capture the "life" of 
Olds College through the depic¬ 
tion of staff, faculty, and 
students. As an added personal 
touch, portraits of individuals 
presently attending or working 
on campus were included in some 
of the mural themes 

The design and finish of the 
murals took Jepson about eight 
days to sketch at the Didsbury 
studio and another two weeks to 
paint and hang in the cafeteria 
"I had to use this special kind of 
latex paint for the lighter colors 
and a water-based paint to do the 
darker tones before spraying the 
entire design with a fixative," 
she explained 

Campus Life Manager, Alvin 
Moore, is impressed with the way 
the community is responding to 


the new murals. "Comments 
from the students, especially, 
have really been great. We had 
one girl, for example, who was 
in the process of showing her 
parents around campus. They 
made a special trip to the 
cafeteria just so she could show 
them the new murals we put up. 
It's a real moral booster when 
you see something like that 
happen It's something we need 
more of." 

This is not the first time 
Jepson has graced the hallways 
of Olds College with her artwork. 
Last fall, an entire history of 
costume design was unveiled on 
the hallway walls of Olds 
College's Duncan Marshall 
Place. The 19 life-size wooden 
silhouette murals were designed 
not only to visually enhance the 
appearance of DMP, but to also 
serve as teaching aids in the 


Fashion Merchandising and Pro¬ 
duction Program. The silhouettes 
display fashions dating back from 
pre-historic times right up to the 
present. 

J epson says the concept 
behind creating a "self-portrait 
of Olds College" is easily carried 
through to other facilities on 
campus. "It wouldn't be difficult 


to paint murals in other areas and 
at other facilities . , . this 

particular project went along so 
well Everyone backed me right 
away—the college, Residence 
Council, students, and Beaver 
F oods--with that kind of support, 
it would be pretty difficult to have 
said no."

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Farm benefits in budget 


Three items related to tax 
credits, unemployment insurance 
and home buying in the recent 
federal mini-budget will be of 
particular interest to farmers 
says an Alberta Agriculture farm 
business tax specialist. 

"These three items are 
actually good news," says Paul 
Cervais of the farm business 
management branch in Olds 
A temporary 10 per cent 
non-refundable small business 
investment tax credit is available 
for eligible machinery and 
equipment acquired after Decem¬ 
ber 2, 1992 and before December 
31, 1993 

"This tax credit is applied 
against federal income tax to 
reduce the amount of tax paid," 
says Cervais. "The tax credit can 
be carried forward 10 years or 
carried back three years." 

Individual farmers, partner¬ 
ships and farm corporations are 
eligible for this tax credit The 
exception is large farm corpora¬ 
tions subject to the large 
corporation tax. 

Machinery and equipment 
eligible for this investment tax 
credit will be the same as in a 
similar program in place before 
1987 with some exceptions 
Buildings, grain bins, trucks 
under 26,001 pounds gross 
vehicle weight, automobiles and 
leased property aren't eligible for 
this tax credit "But most othei 
farm machinery and equipment 
will qualify," Cervais says 

Also part of the economic 
ir.d fiscal statement was an 


unemployment insurance (U.l.) 
premium holiday for employers 
hiring additional workers in 1993 
The federal government will pay 
the 1993 employer share of any 
additional unemployment insur¬ 
ance premiums up to a maximum 
of $30,000 

"Effectively, this caps U.l. 
premium costs at 1992 levels for 
any small business expanding its 
labour force in 1993," says 
Cervais. "Employee premiums 
will be unchanged." 

Any incorporated or unincor¬ 
porated business whose employ¬ 
er share of U.l premiums in 1992 
was less than $60,000 will be 
eligible. "This means many 
farms and agribusinesses could 
qualify," notes Cervais As well, 
anyone starting a new business in 

1993 and hiring more workers 
will also benefit from this 
program he adds 

As well, the Home Buyers' 
Plan was extended to March 1, 

1994 This plan allows people to 
withdraw up to $20,000 from 
their registered retirement sav¬ 
ings plans (RRSPs) to buy a 
home "This may be of interest to 
any farm family planning to build 
a new home," notes Cervais 

The RRSP must be repaid in 
equal installments over a 15 year 
period Cervais adds if funds are 
withdrawn before March 2, 1993, 
the home must be purchased 
before October 1, 1993.

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Olds town manager greets 1993

Town manager John Van 
Doesburg carved a few minutes 
out of his hectic schedule as the 
town staff geared up for 1993 to 
discuss what the Town of Olds 
has to offer and how improve¬ 
ments can be made 

"It's really a good place for 
families," Van Doesburg pointed 
out "There isn't the level of 
crime or violence here that you 
find in other communities in the 
province I don't have to worry as 
town manager that the arena will 
be vandalized. We do have 
break-ins in the town, but here, 
they're exceptions to the rule, not 
an everyday occurrence After 
my first month here, I came home 
from a council meeting [in July, 
1992], there was a new house 
being built in Balsam Crescent. It 
was around nine o'clock at night 
I drove around to see how it was 
coming All the supplies for the 
house were sitting on the lawn I 
was going to throw all of it in the 
back of my car to keep them safe 
for the guy, because I'd never 
seen that done. Anyplace else, if 
you'd done that, everything 
would have been gone that next 
morning I left everything there 
and phoned the building inspec¬ 
tor He laughed and told me, 'It's 
not a problem, everybody does 
that in this town.' That was 
something that was really re¬ 
freshing to see " 

"We've got a new council, 
and it's a good combination of 
people," Van Doesburg noted 
"We want to keep being service 
orientated We're trying to give 
the 'best bang for the buck' that 
we can for the citizens."

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Meals on wheels increasing

Cremona Meals on Wheels 
began delivering meals to village 
residents in November of 1989 
and expanded its service to 
include rural residents in Decem¬ 
ber of 1990 

This past year 713 meals 
were delivered in and out of town 
and it shows a significant 
increase in the number of meals 
delivered the previous year 

Gail Oldfield, a board 
member of the Meals on Wheels 
committee, feels the increase is 
due to greater awareness of the 
program. "More and more 
people are getting to know about 
us and so we are seeing more 
people sign up," she says. 

Developing the rural pro¬ 
gram has been a challenge and a 
great deal of fundraising was 
done to get it going The first 
year of rural meals was made 
possible through generous dona¬ 
tions from local groups and an 
auction. 

Last year the rural program 


received some assistance from 
the County FCSS and along with 
donations and charging more for 
the rural meals, the board 
managed to keep the program 
going 

To get Meals on Wheels 
local seniors must be approved 
by the local health nurse The 
board of directors does not get 
involved in the application 
process because it is highly 
confidential and the health nurse 
is the one who is trained to 
evaluate each circumstance. "All 
our clients come from the health 
nurse," says Oldfield, "we just 
see they get the meals." 

A dedicated force of volun¬ 
teers deliver the rural meals and 
most in town residents go to the 
Hawk's Nest Inn, where the 
meals are prepared "We've 
actually encouraged them to go to 
the restaurant for their meals 
because it enhances their social 
life as well It gives them a 
chance to get out of the house 
and see people." says Oldfield 


The past years increase is 
good news to the Meals on 
Wheels committee "IT shows 
we are providing a valuable 
service," says Oldfield, "and we 
believe we will see another 
increase this year I know there 
are many out there who really 
need this service." 

Oldfield also believes that 
some seniors resist taking Meals 
on Wheels because they don't 
want to burden anyone or take a 
handout However, she contends 
that it's far less of a burden than 
having to find space in already 
overtaxed seniors homes and the 
increased health costs resulting 
from improper nutrition Reci¬ 
pients also pay for the service - 
$2 00 per meal in town and $4.00 
per meal in the rural areas 

"The premise behind our 
service is to keep seniors at home 
and healthy That's the best 
solution for everyone," says 
Oldfield.

RCMP report

Cold calls for caution Rehearsals nearing completion

If the home you live in has a 
finned-tube heating boiler — have 
it checked Make sure it's not 
producing carbon monoxide It's 
particularly important while our 
heating systems are working 
overtime to beat this Alberta cold 
spell. 

Finned-tube boilers are 
typically used in hot water 
heating systems and swimming 
pool heating applications. 

If they're not working 
properly, they can produce 
carbon monoxide, and that can be 
lethal 

"Any time you burn some¬ 
thing - wood, oil, natural gas or 
propane - there's a chant? you're 
producing carbon monoxide," 
says Ken Fenning, Chief Inspec¬ 
tor with Alberta Labour's plumb¬ 
ing and gas safety division. 
"Please, make sure that all fuel 
burning appliances are maintain¬ 
ed and serviced regularly You 
can't smell carbon monoxide and 
you can't see it. The best way to 
protect yourself and your family 
is through prevention And that 
means regular checks and main¬ 
tenance " 

The fins in the boiler are 
susceptible to condensation 
When that condensation dries, it 
forms oxides; a white, green or 
black powder. If left unchecked, 
this can build up and eventually 
restrict the flow of combustion 
products through the fins. That 
could produce deadly carbon 
monoxide 

Common symptoms of car¬ 
bon monoxide poisoning include 
dizziness, confusion and head¬ 
ache As it builds up in the body, 
victims feel nauseous and even¬ 
tually ‘hey lose consciousness. 

Recently a finned-tube boiler 
was responsible for a severe 
build up of the lethal gas in an 
Alberta home. No one was 
seriously injured, but the situa¬ 
tion has prompted the head of 
Alberta Labour's plumbing and 
gas safety division to issue this 
alert

"These boilers work very 
well if they're properly installed 
and maintained," says Fenning 
"But, it is the responsibility of 
the home owner to make sure 
that maintenance is done on a 
regular basis by a qualified 
person." 

Fenning stresses that in¬ 
specting, servicing, and cleaning 
a finned-tube heating boilers is 
not a job for the home 
handy-person.

Rambler defense as cold as winter 


One could hardly blame 
Coach Alan McCoy if he was to 
send out an "S O S.” to Mother 
Nature for a break in the cold 
spell that has gripped the area 
and apparently the Rambler 
Hockey Club 

The Rambler Senior Hockey 
Club dropped its fifth game in a 
row on Friday evening as they 
travelled to Innisfail only to be 
outgunned by a score of 11-8. 

The Ramblers have dropped 
from a first place position at the 
end of November to a struggling 
third place in the Chinook Hockey 
League standings. 

The month of December was 
none too merry for Rambler fans 
as they have watched their team 
carry on the Christmas tradition 
of giving, by allowing opposition 
forwards to roam at will and score 
42 times in the last 5 games. 

"We're playing pretty good 
hockey from an offensive stand¬ 
point but we can't keep giving up 
scoring chances the way that we 
have been," commented Coach 
McCoy 

This was evident in the game 
in Innisfail as the Eagles 
peppered Rambler goalie Ross 
Parslow with 52 shots, the 
majority of which were from 
directly in front of the net. 

The Ramblers started out 
shaky in the first few minutes but 
sharp goaltending and specialty 
team play found them sporting a 
4-1 lead after one period of 
action. 

Creg Laveck would, start the 
scoring for the Ramblers as he 
fired a pass from Jason Krebs 
past Innisfail goaltender Dusty 
Pruden at the 6:21 mark of the 
first frame. 


The Ramblers then display¬ 
ed the offensive capabilities that 
they have by striking for a 
shorthanded goal just 3 minutes 
later as Captain Brent Youngs on 
assists from Scott Fisher and the 
sloppy passing of the Innisfail 
point men made it 2-0 for the 
visitors. 

This combination struck 
once again on the powerplay as 
the Ramblers built up a 3-0 lead 
before the Eagles victimized the 
powerplay, by scoring a short- 
handed marker to narrow the gap 
to 3-1. 

The Ramblers were quick to 
regroup as they capitalized on the 
2 man advantage that they were 
afforded, when Innisfail winger 
Al Sim was penalized for cross 
checking on his first shift of the 
night at the 16:35 mark. 

Left winger Darcy McQuire 
scored his first of three goals on 
the evening on a set up from 
Creg Laveck and the Ramblers 
held a 4-1 lead heading into the 
dressing room after 1 period. 

The second period of action 
saw the Eagles resort to the 
"dump and bump" style of play 
that the Ramblers seem to have 
so much trouble with, as the 
Eagles pressed the Rambler 
defenders into rushing the puck, 
or giveaways that ultimately 
proved costly 

The Ramblers were guilty of 
failing to capitalize on a 
powerplay to open the second 
period, and this may have proved 
the catalyst that allowed the 
Innisfail team to stage a strong 
comeback, instead of the Ram¬ 
blers taking control of the game. 

The E agles scored 3 goals to 
1 for the Ramblers, and 


completely dominated play in the 
Ramblers end for most of the 
period. The team managed only 
10 shots on goal, and 3 of those 
were on the powerplay as Cary 
Smith on assists from Darcy 
McQuire and Darren Dallas 
managed to slow down the E agle 
onslought although only tempor¬ 
arily. 

The Eagles fired 20 shots at 
the Rambler netminder and many 
were of the dangerous variety as 
the Didsbury players were 
content to watch the opposition 
team stand in front of the net and 
bang away at will until scoring. 

The team entered the 
dressing room leading 5-4 but 
fortunate to even be in the game 
as netminder Parslow was often 
great making save after save 
from the crease area. 

The rest between periods 
seemed to do little to inspire or 
rejuvenate the Didsbury team as 
disaster struck on the very next 
powerplay with the Ramblers 
holding a 2 man advantage 

With less than a minute 
gone in the third period and the 
face-off in the Rambler end to the 
glove side of the Didsbury goalie, 
the Innisfail forward won the 
draw from Darren Dallas and 
skated untouched toward the 
Rambler net before firing a shot 
low on the stick side of a startled 
Ross Parslow to tie the game at 
5-5 

The Innisfail team scored 3 
more times in a span of 3 minutes 
including a powerplay goal and 
another shorthanded marker as 
the Rambler team suddenly 
found itself trailing 8-5 before a 
powerplay goal by Darcy Mc¬ 
Guire brought them closer at 8-6 


only to have the Eagles reply 
again to restore their margin, this 
again being shorthanded 

With little or no regard for 
defence or backchecking, the 
Rambler topsy turvy powerplay 
scored once more to close the 
lead to 9-7, however, they were 
unable to generate anymore 
offence on the balance of the 2 
man advantage. 

Three goals in a span of 51 
seconds rounded out the scoring 
in the contest but unfortunately 
for the Ramblers, the Innisfail 
Eagles scored two of them 

The other Didsbury goal was 
scored by Brent Youngs with his 
second of the evening with Scott 
F isher and J ason K rebs assisting 
to make the final score 11-8 in 
fa'vor of Innisfail. 

Shots on goal in the contest 
favored Innisfail 52-39 and in 
spite of giving up 11 goals, 
Rambler netminder Ross Parslow 
played very well, often finding 
himself alone in front of the net 
facing only opposition jerseys, 
and a traffic jam that would rival 
the best city intersection. 

With the loss, the Rambler 
record falls to 5 and 7. While still 
managing to hold onto third place 
in league standings, however, 
with missed opportunities the 
distance between the first place 
Hobemma Oilers, and second 
place Innisfail is widening, and a 
turnaround is needed soon for the 
Ramblers to move up the 
standings. 

The consensus lately is that 
the Rambler goalies should be 
nicknamed the Michelin Team as 
they seem to face more rubber 
than Firestone or Goodyear, with 
the defense looking more like 


spectators than players. 

"We are struggling with 
some aspects of our game right 
now and the simple execution of 
taking the man seems to have 
been neglected in favor of 
generating offense," commented 
Coach McCoy 

"It is very easy to blame the 
defencemen," commented Man¬ 
ager Larry Tennant but we have 
to realize that wingers, and 
forwards are responsible for 
picking up their man, and if the 
opposition is standing around 
banging away at rebounds then 
the fault is with everyone." 

"It would be very easy to 
panic and blame individuals or 
aspects of the game plan, 
however, the season is early and 
our schedule is in our favor the 
next 2 weeks so we will probably 
see an improvement with the 
team back winning." 

The Ramblers have trimmed 
their roster with the deletion of 
Kevin McCullogh, Jim Guy, and 
Jason K rook and this will allow 
them to activate additional 
players should prospects become 
available or the need arise 

Next action for the Ramblers 
is Saturday, Jan 16 as the 
Ramblers travel to Big Valley for 
their 4th meeting of the season 
with the Ramblers having won 
the last two contests.

WHAT ARE WE DOING? 

We are implementing a Pre-Authorized Tax Installment Payment Plan. 

WHY? 

We are trying to simplify your budgeting, for the payment of your property and local im¬ 
provement taxes, by allowing you to make payments in twelve installments from January 15th 
to December 15th. There is no worry about paying all your taxes by June 30th of each year or 
missing a payment because of vacation, out of town on business or because of illness. 

HOW DOES THE PLAN WORK? 

1. The Plan runs from January to December of each year. 

2. Come into the Town Office and make arrangements to be registered on the Plan prior to 
January 15th of each year. 

3. Deposit with the Town of Didsbury twelve (12) post-dated cheques, dated the 15th of each 
month from January to December, in twelve equal installments based on your previous years 
taxes. We send you a receipt for each payment made. 

4. You will receive a tax notice as in previous years. The difference between the total taxes for 
the year and the total payments under the Pre-Authorized Tax Installment Payment Plan 
will be billed on the Tax notice or refunded in the form of a cheque from the Town. Any dif¬ 
ference is payable within 30 days of the mailing of the tax notice. 

EXAMPLE 

Per Tax Notice - 1993 Actual Taxes $1,250.00 

By Pre-Authorized Payments at $100.00 per month $1,200.00 

Difference Payable within 30 days $ 50 00 

PENALTIES? 

Yes—if one of your payments is in default, 1.5% penalty will be added to your account on 
the first day of default and on the first day of each calendar month in which the default con¬ 
tinues. If payment is in default after the end of the year, the normal 10% penalty will be added 
to the account for all arrears. 

ELIGIBILITY? 

To be eligible to register for the plan in each year, all tax arrears must be paid. Senior 
citizens must be eligible for the grant under the Alberta Property Tax Reducation Benefit Plan 
to receive a reduction in the pre-authorized payment plan and must sign the Homeowner Grant 
Claim form and return it to the Town Office within 20 days of receiving the tax notice.

Centre in Didsbury Gwen, the 
daughter of Grace and Cecil Fry, 
was born June 14, 1915 in 
Bottrel, Alberta 

Gwen grew up west of 
Cremona, the second of five 
children She attended Atkins 
School where she was the first 
student to be awarded the R B 
Bennett medal for general 
academic proficiency. Later, she 
attended High School at the old 
cheese factory in Cremona 
After graduating, Gwen worked 
for various families in the 
Cremona area until she came to 
work for her future-in-laws at 
Garfield. She married Douglas 
Bird at her parents' farm on 
November 22, 1938 and together 
they took over the Garfield Store 
in 1940 The store was also the 
post office for 43 families in the 
district. At times, poor roads 
meant the mail truck was late and 
it seemed like half the community 
would sit in the store and visit as 
they waited This carried on 
throughout Gwen's life, as no one 
ever left the farm without a cup of 
tea and a visit. 


When Doug went to join the 
army in World War II, Gwen 
stayed home and was kept very 
busy looking after the store, 
sorting mail, filling out ration 
books, selling fuel and Victory 
Bonds, and raising their children. 
In 1946, they sold the store and 
began their dairying operation. 
Gwen was a hard worker and 
combined raising a family with all 
of the extra work that milking 
cows requires. Gwen said that a 
dairyman's wife should be able to 
be out in the barn and inside the 
house at the same time 

After her family, Gwen's 
special love was writing-poems, 
skits, stories and even songs. 
Local showers, anniversaries, 
weddings and variety shows 
weren't complete without one of 
her special and often humourous 
contributions. Her other soft spot 
was reserved for her garden and 
her animals—especially her dogs, 
cats and observing the wildlife 
that she could see from her 
window.

Let’s talk recycling 


Part 5 

By the Didsbury Lions Recycling 
Committee 

Before discussing this 
week's key word we should say 
something about preparation 
Recycling is not garbage collec¬ 
tion but a conscious effort by all 
our partners to remove from our 
waste those materials that can be 
reused. The only materials that 
can be reused are clean materi¬ 
als This means that newspaper 
and cardboard must be brought 
to the recycling centre clean-it 
must not have been used to clean 
or wrap other materials. Glass 
jars, milk jugs, plastic contain¬ 
ers, and (if we can recycle them) 
tin cans must be cleaned so that 
there is no food in them. If this is 
not done, then otherwise valu¬ 
able recycling materials become 
garbage and cannot be used. So 
our partners are asked to CLEAN 
YOUR CONTAINERS FIRST 
AND KEEP PAPE R AND CARD¬ 
BOARD CLEAN 

When our materials are 
clean they are valuable—so let us 
discuss Profit The Recycling 
Centre is designed as a business. 
It will be managed, supervised 
and audited like any other 
business in Didsbury—and it 
must make a profit. But in our 
case all profits will be returned to 
the town in various ways. 

First the town will save 
money by removing as much of 
the recyclable material as we can 
from our garbage. There will be 
less garbage to haul to the dump 
(saving money) and Didsbury will 
be able to delay looking for more 
dump space for as much as three 
years, saving more money. These 
savings can be used for other 
municipal programs. 

When our materials are sold, 


the earned money will be used 
within Didsbury to recreational 
organizations and other social 
programs. But how much can we 
save? Studies have shown that 
for a town, the size of Didsbury, 
each of us will discard about 617 
kg of garbage a year—or about 
2,000 tonnes total! That is a lot of 
garbage and very little space to 
put it. The federal and provincial 
governments want us to reduce 
our garbage by 50% by the year 
2000 and we can do it with a 
well-planned recycling program 
So this will be our target as well 

But we can save and earn 
money at the same time. Today, 
there is available in Didsbury 
about 800-900 tonnes of material 
From this we could earn for our 
community about $30,000 - 
$35,000! And the savings for the 
town through other services 
would be about the same E ven if 
h’lf of our households brought in 
half of their recyclable materials 
we could still save a lot of money. 

And what would it cost us? 
Very little actually—about 
$10,000 But to keep cost down, 
we need to have as much 
volunteer labor as possible The 
more people who come to help, 
the less work we all need to do. 
We estimate that if we get 
enough volunteers (like every 
other community gets) a person 
or group would only need to work 
for 1 week every year! If we all 
support our recycling center this 
way, we will all profit-the town 
will save money because there is 
less garbage to process; and our 
community will benefit from all 
the materials we can send to 
market. 

Next week we will discuss 
our progress to date.

Also this past year the program paid approximately 
$13,000 in award money however many people who phon¬ 
ed in tips were not interested in award money and that's very 
commendable. The award money for CrimeStoppers is all 
raised through fundraising efforts and tax deductible dona¬ 
tions from businesses and concerned citizens. Thank you 
Central Alberta for making 1992 one of our most successful 
years.
